dream—is intended to cure the sick, or avoid 
bicknesi or other miaforlune foretold by t'h» 
dream, and it is sort o' a punishment under- 
gone to propitiate Hie Cfreat Spirit. 
They 


first form a circle of g'-jon boiiuhh stuck into 
the ground, i/i tho (iiiti r of which j tall sap- 
ling is planted, stripped of uU limbs except a 
bunch neur thu top, and then two smaller 
ones, forming u. trmn$ie, to one of which in 
attached n i>lece of rcdtjloth, to the other a 
piece of u lute eotton. 'Atter the dance these 
are burn«l. There is also fastened to each 
tree 
or 
pole 
u • stout thong, a httlt 


higher than a man's head. 
The dancer 


takes his place in 
the center 
of th» 


triangle, naked excepting apron and cloth, 
his body painted black and his hair dishev- 
eled, with rings of white rabbit skin tied to 
the flesh of shoulders and body. Then a por- 
tion of flesb on tho shoulders or breast in 
pierced through and the thong passed through 
the incision (sometimes as many as three at 
once). A small quill whistle is taken between 
the teeth, through winch the dancer breathes, 
the whistle pounding at eai h breath. At mid- 
night the dance is begin,'to tho noise of drum 
beating and a regular band of singers. The 
sun is then supposed to be beneath the feet, 
and the dancers' eyes are turwed downward 
at first. The idea i.s to follow the sun in its 
course with the eye, and the performer must 
therefore keep his gaze fixed on the orb of day 
till sundown, unless worn out first, of course 
turning tho head with tho course of the sun. 
The moment the sun sinks below the horizon 
they begin to strive, by pulling and jerking 
wiLh their bodies against the thong, to tear it 
through the flesh, or, throwing their whole 
might toward the ground, they fall down, 
tearing the thong loose, and generally render- 
ing themselves insensible. During the dance 
they \\ill pull against the thongs, raising the 
flesh so a man could pass his hand through 
the gash 


The drummers keep up a continual chant 


of "The Great Spirit keep us'" To see ono un- 
dergoing this tortmp called dancing—naked, 
painted, hair streaming, blood t ridding irom 
fearful gashes—is truly dreadful 


OE.N'ABIENTS—MEDICINE MEN. 


There are but few ornaments now in use 


with any meaning. Eagle feathers, the num- 
ber worn, showing tho number of enemies 
killed, the w ing feathers of tho bald headed 
eagle denoting male and tho black eagle 
feathers denoting women, are perhaps most 
prominent 
Tf they have scalped tho enemy 


a broad, red streak is painted upon the 
feathers. If the person killed was or promi- 
nence or reputation tho feather is sometimes 
dyed red. Small stieln wrapped with porcu- 
pine quills are sometimes attacheu to the quill 
of the feather, and little pieces cf white fur 
glued to the ends. No ono will »cear an eagle 
leather unless entitled to it, as they believe it 
•will fly away from their heads if worn un- 
lawfully. 
The eealp lock is still worn 


even 
among 
many 
of 
tho 
so-called 


civilized Indians. They arrange the scalp 
lock proper about an inch acroas, and tie. 
around this very flrmly a head band, and 
then the hair is braided, and ail otter skin Is 
tied around it spirally, forming a braid at 
least two and sometimes as much as four feet 
long. This is kept oiled for the enemy. If 
an Indian has the time, and the person killed 
is of importance, he will scalp oil' the whole 
from beneath the eyebrows including the 
eyes. 
Gi izzly bear claws aro w orn as neck- 


laces—I do not believe as a mark of distinc- 
tion, but as they aro costly I think tho wear- 
ing them is merely a matter o£ wealth and 
not of chieftainship. 


Asuto from his religious position the Wi- 


cas-tn-wa-kaii, or modisme man, is tho physi- 
cian, the II. D., among the Dakotahs, thor- 
oughly conversant with the medicinal quali- 
ties of tho \ anous herbs. To give greater ef- 
fect to Ins remedies he is accompanied by 
drum nnd rattles, and indulges in much con- 
tortions ot features and limbs. 
Often he 


sucks v, ith Ins mouth over the seat of pain— 
a novel way of cupping, but often eHleacioua 
I have seen cases of long standing cured by 
these men, aud instances where tho ai my sur- 
geon has given them up. One cur'j 1 have in 
mind was of cataract of the eye. It was 
cured by inserting beneath the lids filing 
from brass wire. The patients are always 
painted red, to make their hearts strong they 
say. 0 t''n tho medicine men will cut an 
image out of paper or bark; and placing it 
upon tho ground tho pationt is held over it; 
then the medicine man will take his gun ana 
shoot the image, destroying the evil spirit 
that has causetl the sickness.
